FOUND GUILTY 
OF BURGLARIES 
HERE IN 1962 


Three years already spent in 
prison brought Edwin J. Wright, 
21, of Port Allegheny R. 2, a 
suspended 
sentence 
from 
the 
Adams County court Monday af­ 
ternoon. Wright appeared for a 
trial without a jury on 12 counts 
of burglary and larceny occurring 
in February. 1982. 
Wright told the court, when he 
appeared far sentencing immedi­ 
ately after having been found 
guilty o d ll of the I charge*, 
that he had committed a number 
cf burglaries—including those in 
Gettysburg—during “a two-month 
period" in 1882. He said at that 
-time he was out of work. “I had 
a wife and three children to sup­ 
port and I was desperate." He 
was arrested in Hanover March 
30. 1862, and has been in jail 
since. In the meantime his wife 
divorced him in October, 1863, 
and has remarried. He told the 
court he hopes to obtain custody 
of his three children once he hat 
gotten out of jail. 
Since being picked up in Han­ 
over, he has served nine months 
on a York County sentence, a 
year on a Lancaster County sen­ 
tence, and ll months on a Dauphin 
County sentence and the remain­ 
ing tone in various jails awaiting 
sentence, including 80 days in 
Cumberland County jail awaiting 
sentence at Carlisle where he 
was given a suspended Sentence 
and released to Adams County 
authorities. Sheriff Dawson Miller 
said there are currently detainers 
agaiwt him from Maryland, Tioga 
County and Olean, N.Y.

by his Communist captors on 
Jan. 12 after he escaped for sev­ 
en days, a U.S. spokesman an­ 
nounced today.

American 
(Continued from Pogo I) 
fierce” but no planes were 
downed. 
The Viet Cong threatened a 
week ago to execute another 
American civilian captive, Gus­ 
tav C. Hertz of Leesburg, Va., if 
a Viet Cong terrorist held for 
the bombing of the U.S. Embas­ 
sy in Saigon was executed. The 
terrorist was subsequently sen­ 
tenced to die, but the sentence 
has not been carried out. There 
has been no further word of 
Hertz's fate. 
Grainger and his two compan­ 
ions were seized near the vil­ 
lage of Tan My. They were 
traveling in a Jeep when it was 
stopped by a band of armed 
Viet Cong. 
The Filipino, Elpidio Laujun­ 
co, was released Dec. 29, along 
with the Vietnamese. He said he 
had been taken to see Grainger 
on Dec. IO and found him mana­ 
cled and bound in a small cave. 
He said Grainger appeared to 
be adequately fed and In good 
spirits at that time. 
The U.S. spokesman said a 
reconstruction of events since 
then showed that on Jan. I 
Grainger began a hunger strike 
which he continued for five days 
in protest against his captivity. 
On Jan. 5 Grainger escaped 
and during the following seven 
days made his way through a 
large swampy area. On Jan. 12, 
he was found by a Viet Cong 
patrol while he was washing 
mud off his clothes in a small 
stream. 
WAS SHOT TWICE 
The Viet Cong captured him 
about 9 a.m., and a Viet Cong 
named Ha! shot him twice in 
cold blood when Grainger re­ 
fused to accompany him back to 
captivity, the spokesman said. 
The Viet Cong took the mor­ 
tally wounded Grainger to a 
nearby hamlet, and he died la­ 
ter that day. His body was bur­ 
ied at night and the grave was 
flattened to conceal its location. 
The body has not been recov­ 
ered. 
Grainger’s 
wife, 
Elizabeth, 
and their four children went to 
Bangkok, in Thailand, when de­ 
pendents of American govern­ 
ment personnel were evacuated 
in February. The children range 
in age from 4 to ll.

Weaver Stere Hee Birthday 
Adams County's l a r g e s t dry 
goods store is today celebrat­ 
ing the thirtieth anniversary of 
its establishment. G. W. Wear 
er and Son have extended and 
expanded until they have grown 
from a small room at the corner 
of Center Square and York 
street, through various enlarge 
ments and additions and now 
occupy the town’s largest three- 
story building used exclusively 
for business purposes. It was 
in April 1885 thatithe firm pur 
chased the old dry goods store 
of A. D. Marks and on the tenth 
of that month the Weaver store, 
with a new stock of goods, was 
opened to the public in the build­ 
ing originally erected to accom 
modate the county offices before 
the present Court House was 
built. Early in the store’s his­ 
tory it was seen that more room 
would be required and Colonel 
McClellan, owner of the build­ 
ing, agreed to take out a chim 
ney and a wall. While this work 
was in progress the store was 
moved to the old opera house 
adjoining. It was expected that 
everything would be completed 
in about two weeks but it was 
soon seen that the taking out of 
the wall would cause the build­ 
ing to collapse and it was ac 
collingly decided to erect a new 
structure. This required about 
three months and upon its com 
pietion, the G. W. Weaver and 
Son store was given the first 
and second floors, each 28 x 36 
feet. Upon the death of Col. Mc­ 
Clellan in 1889, the firm pur­ 
chased the building and took 
in the old opera house lobby 
and the room occupied by the 
Wolf jewelry store. The opera 
house auditorium was converted 
into two floors and the first 
two floors of the entire building 
was used. In 1903 the Neely 
property on York street, adjoin 
ing the Weaver building, was 
bought, the old house razed and 
the fine new three store addition 
built. From the time of its or­ 
ganization the store has been 
known as that of G. W. Weaver 
and Son. The senior member of 
the firm died in June, 1914, but 
Mr. H. T. Weaver baa since con­ 
tinued to conduct it under the 
old firm name, though he now 
is the sole owner. The growth 
of the business has been a mat­ 
ter not only of satisfaction to the

An interesting story of tho 
early struggles of the Gettys 
burg Presbyterian congregation 
was told by Rev. Franklin E. 
Taylor at Sunday evening’s serv 
ice which was a portion of the 
opening 
day 
fo 
the 
church's 
175th anniversary celebration 
That it was not until two years 
after the congregation was or­ 
ganized that a site for a build­ 
ing was chosen, and that it was 
five years after this site was 
selected before a log structure 
was built was part of the story 
told. During the first thirteen 
years of the congregation’s ex­ 
istence t h r e e pastors were 
“called” all of them declining 
to accept and the handful of 
members were served at more 
or less frequent intervals by 
supplies. When the Rev. Mr. 
McMordie was secured as the 
first pastor the congregation 
paid him a salary of $200 or 
$300 a year, making the pay­ 
ments in wheat, oats, hay, rye, 
corn and other products of the 
field and garden. He was also 
allowed the use of a 100-acre 
farm with which he helped to 
“keep body and soul together.” 
Rev. Taylor said, “This congre­ 
gation was in existence sixty 
years before Gettysburg was es­ 
tablished and such a thing as 
the building of a town here was 
never dreamed af during the 
early years of the congregation’s 
history.” The church was HO 
years old before it had a pastor 
to itself and it was not until 
1850 that the congregation felt 
it could become independent in 
this matter.

Operated On Man's Heart 
Without AnyTransfusions 


NEW YORK (AP)—Lester E. 
Summerhill, a 40-year-old con­ 
struction worker from Levit­ 
town, Pa., ii a member of Je­ 
hovah’s Witnesses and his relig­ 
ion forbids him to receive blood 
transfusions. 
So when it was decided he had 
to undergo open heart surgery 
to prolong his life, physicians 
were faced with a quandry. 
Usually 8 to 12 pints of trans­ 
fused blood are required in this 
type of surgery. 
When Summerhill agreed to 
the operation, he told the physi­ 
cians he would not violate the 
religious conviction a g a i n s t 
transfusions. 
When the operation took place 
last Sept. 18 at St. Barnabas 
Hospital, surgeons worked with 
split-second precision to stop all 
bleeding at each step. Under the 
direction of Dr Charles P. Bai­ 
ley, a pioneer heart surgeon at 
Barnabas, the surgeons cut the 
normal working time on the 
heart and aorta approximately 
in half, from 90 minutes to 45.

Tubes were inserted into the 
upper right chamber of the 
heart and the aorta, which was 
clamped off to prevent blood 
flow. The tubes were connected 
to a machine which temporarily 
took over the work of Summer­ 
hill^ heart and lungs. 
Dr. Bailey said he had per­ 


formed surgery for a number af 
Jehovah's Witnesses before, but 
this was the first time he at* 
tempted open heart surgery 
without transfusions.

HOSPITAL FULL, 
SURVIVORS IN 
DAZE, SHAKING

LEBANON, Ind. 
(AP) - I 
have talked to some of the peo­ 
ple who survived the tornadoes 
that ripped across northern and 
central Indiana Sunday night 
and they were still shaking and 
had a glassy look in their eyes. 
In a Lebanon hospital I saw a 
man with blood streaming down 
bis back. I asked why he didn’t 
sit down. 
‘Why, there’s nothing wrong 
with me," he said. He turned 
and found he was cut from the 
shoulder blade to his belt line. 
A boy was standing in the hall 
wrapped in a blanket. All he 
had under it was a belt. I sup­ 
pose it was all the clothing he 
could find. 
PATIENTS IN HALLS 
There were so many injured 
that nurses were treating pa­ 
tients in the halls. Cots had been 
brought in from the National 
Guard Armory for the worst 
hurt. The dead were bemg taken 
there as the mortuaries filled 
up. They were being placed on 
the floor. 
I saw a late model Thunder­ 
bird which had been picked up 
by a twister north of Lebanon 
and tossed 200 yards into a field. 
It was literally rolled into a 
ball. The driver was the only 
one of the four people in the car 
wearing a seat belt and he was 
able to walk back to the road. 
Two were killed and the other 
was In critical condition. 
HOMES DEMOLISHED 
Civil defense people said 75 to 
80 homes were damaged around 
Lebanon. Many of them are be­ 
yond repair. Some just aren’t 
there any more. 
One Guardsman at the armo­ 
ry sent word to bis wife to send 
him some cigarettes and some 
change and said to tell her not 
to expect him home for a day or 
two. 
An aged woman was found 
dead in a smashed house in the 
ElicaVille area. About an hour 
later an electrical cooperative 
repair crew found a boy in his 
early—teen*—probably the dead 
woman’s grandson—lying crit 
ically injured near a barn about 
a hundred yards away. 
Ray Wilk. whose house was 
badly 
damaged, 
said, 
“The 
house 
started 
to shake 
and 
tremble. Then all hell broke 
loose." He said his wife and 
daughter were in a front room 
watching 
television. 
And 
al­ 
though they were thrown clear 
across the room, nobody in the 
family was hurt.

MARLOW 
Reports

WASHINGTON (AP) - In her 
autobiography, Eleanor Roose­ 
velt said she once asked Presi­ 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt, who 
died 20 years ago today, if he 
believed all be had been taught 
about religion. 
Roosevelt, a warden of the 
Episcopal Church, replied: "I 
never really thought about it. I 
think it is just as well not to 
think about things like that too 
much." 
And once, asked about his phi- 
•sophy, he said: “ Philosophy? 
am a Christian and a Demo­ 
crat — that’s all.” The two an 
swers give an insight into the 
man and the mind. 
He was not an intellectual. He 
could 
not think 
in 
abstract 
terms. He was not even a wide 
reader. His vision was limited 
and unorganized. 
NO GRBATBR INSIGHT 
He didn’t see the depression 
coming any more than Presi­ 
dent Herbert Hoover did. When 
it did come he had no plan for 
coping with it, as he showed by 
trying to outdo Hoover in prom 
ising economy. 
But he had a far greater sense 
of action and of the power of the 
presidency than Hoover. And, 
because his mind was not fro­ 
zen, he had brains enough to 
mow he needed ideas. To help 
lim, he called in intellectuals. 
With their help and the needs 
of the country he patched the 
^ew Deal together, a bit at 
time, and some of the bits were 
no good and had to be discard 
cd. 
TEMPERAMENT BASIC 
Although he was president J 
little more than 12 years, the 
New Deal was finished in his 
first five, ending with enact­ 
ment of the 40-hour work week 
in 1938. By then foreign troubles 
had become overpowering. 
Roosevelt’s foundation stone 
was his temperament A warm 
man, with a concern for people 
he was responsive to their needs 
and for the first time gave mil 
lions a sense of belonging. No 
wonder millions wept when he 
died. 


His guiding light was a sense 
of social justice and, because ba 
tad no philosophy, he was flexi­ 
ble and could accept change. 
WAS SELF-CONFIDENT 
He was aristocratic, which 
gave him a sense of ease, and 
rich enough to feel secure with­ 
in himself. Out of both came his 
self-confidence. The flexibility 
and the self-confidence enabled 
lim to welcome challenge. 
These qualities, and his faith 
n his country, made him the 
greatest cement-mixer in Amer 
can history. Inheriting a shat 
tered country, his task as he 
saw it was to glue the pieces 
together, sometimes with fresh 
cement. 
The New Deal has been called 
a revolution and it was, insofar 
as it broke with the callous 
American past by making, for 
the first time the government 
responsible for the general wel­ 
fare. 
BASICALLY CONSERVATIVE 
But he was basically a con 
servative and so was his revolu 
tion which can be seen by look 
ing no further than at those two 
other revolutions of his day, fas 
cism and communism, which 
were then itching to take over 
the world. 
Much that he did he played by 
ear, assuming it would he un­ 
derstood that if he didn’t do the 
best right away he would when 
he could. Once, when he took a 
step which looked devious and 
he got a complaint, he said: 
For heaven's sake, have some 
faith." 
He looked upon the presidency 
primarily as a position of lead­ 
ership, but was haunted by the 
feeling he had to prepare people 
for his next step, so much so 
that he once complained: "It’s a 
terrible thing to look over your 
shoulder when you are trying to 
lead and find no one there." 
CHAOS TO LEADERSHIP 
As a result of this concern, he 
failed far too long to lead the 
country out of neutrality and 
isolation 
when 
the 
opposite 
might have changed the history 
of the world by discouraging 
Hitler and Japan. 
He never quite whipped Bio 
depression — tho war did that 
— but he got th# country off its 
back in one of Rs most desper­ 
ate hours, started it moving 
gave ti a new direction, provid 
ed inspired leadership in war 
and launched the atomic age 
In 12 years he steered his 
country out of chaos and into

Good or bad weather can set 
the trends, for a short time or a 
longer one, in small sections of 
the country or in large. Some­ 
times disasters have national 
impact. 
AFFECTS TRADE 
What 
weather 
does 
to 
a 
storm-stricken 
community 
is 
obvious. But the aftermath can 
be felt far and wide. Industry 
suffers as well as agriculture. 
Trade 
may be 
affected for 
months to come. 
In one-crop sections — be they 
crop citrus or wheat or vegeta­ 
bles — a bad drought or flood or 
late freeze can paralyze the en­ 
tire regional economy. 
In industrial areas bad storms 
can cripple production just as a 
strike can. Plant destruction, 
inability of workers to reach the 
factory, cutting off shipments of 
supplies to the mills or of fin­ 
ished goods from the mills — all 
can topple the local economy for 
a time. 
fcSFLtCTID IN ICONQMY 
And if the area hit is large 
enough, and the industries hit 
important enough, the effect on 
the national economy shows up 
quickly in the statistics. 
A cold, late spring can leave 
merchants with large stocks of 
unsold finery after Easter. And 
a milder than usual autumn also 
can pinch retail sales in the all 
important final quarter of the 
year. 
A dearth of snow this last 
winter crippled the business of 
many ski resorts in the north­ 
east. 
A/stormy winter in the South, 
coupled with a milder than usu­ 
al one tai the North, can cause 
loud 
cries

from 
winter resort owners. 
MAN'S DEFENSE 
Man, however, is building up 
some defenses of his own. Dams 
arc curbing some of tile flood 
threats, and at the same time 
storing water aa a counteraction 
to droughts. 
Weather forecasting is im­ 
proving. Communities often can 
be put on alert for hurricanes 
and tornadoes and thus escape 
some of the damage that a sur­ 
prise visit causes. 
Communications 
are 
better 
now. so that word of trouble is 
learned quickly, and relief can 
be sped fast to the stricken. 
Transportation can be restored 
* more quickly than in earlier 
tunes. 
Factories, 
homes 
and 
community services can be re­ 
paired or replaced much faster 
today. 
RELIEF AGENCIES 
Relief agencies are more effi­ 
cient. Government aid is more 
quickly available. The general 
prosperity has built up a vigor­ 
ous economy 
on 
which 
the 
stricken areas can call. 
But weather itself, be it good 
or bad. will go right on making 
or breaking plans for individ­ 
uals. communities, perhaps the 
. general 
economy. 
Even 
the 
icomputers, though they may be 
able to run a factory, can’t stop 
r a storm.

Russians Report Signals 
From "New Civilization” 


LONDON (AP) — British and 
A m e r i c a n 
scientists 
are 
awaiting more information on 
fluctuating radio signals Bus 
sian scientists say they have 
picked up from outer space 
Some Soviet astronomers think 
they indicate another civilize 
Hon. 
The statement that "a new 
supercivilization has been dis 
covered” was attributed Mon 
day by the Soviet news agency 
Tass to Nikolai Kardashev, a 
highly regarded scientist at the 
Sternberg Astronomical Inst! 
tute in Moscow. 
Another Soviet scientist, Isoef 
S. Shklovsky, was more eau 
tious. 
MAY BB NBW STAR 
"To say foe least,” he said, 
an absolutely new, still un 
known type of cosmic object has 
>een detected in the galaxy.” 
Tass said Shklovsky does not 
rule out foe theory that it might 
be the "remnant of a super new 
star.” 
Western scientists would not 
rule out foe possibility of an in­ 
telligent form of life on a distant 
stellar body. But they said sig­ 
nals would need a lot more 
study before they could be ac 
cepted as proof of foe existence 
of life elsewhere. 
SIGNALS FLUCTUATE 
Tass said the fluctuating gig 
nals came from CTA102, an in­ 
visible source of radio signals 
first heard by giant radio tele­ 
scopes in 1960. Scientists call 
such sources "quasars” or qua- 
sistellar radio sources. 
The signals vary in strength 
and the variations are repeated 
regularly every IOO days, Tass 
reported. It said the variations 
lad been characterized as un­ 
like any other known radio 
emissions from space. 
In Ithaca, N.Y., however, Dr. 
frank D. Drake, associate pro­ 
fessor of astronomy at Cornell 
Jniversity, saki he doubted foe 
Russians had proved the exist­ 
ence of intelligent beings in out­ 
er space. 
AWAIT EVIDENCE 
Dr. John Wyndham of foe Cal­ 
ifornia Institute of Technology, 
who first catalogued CTA102, 
said he had not observed any 
variations from foe quasar, but 
“if it is true that the radio emis­ 
sion fluctuates, this would be 
the first of its kind.” 
Harrie Massey, chairman of 
the British National Committee 
or Space Research, said the 
Russian claim “is extremely
